Dr. Arnold was author of the nn 
successful bill to repeal the state 
hibition law in the 1923 assem sg 
He always has something interesting 
to report from the regions around 
Dahlonega and Lumpkin county. 
Tuesday he was detailing the means 
by which farmers in his section had 
overcome the boll weevil. He says 
the weevil is absolutely whipped in 
that section, and by the simplest 
means imaginable. 

According to Dr. Arnold, it ap- 

ears that it is customary for the 
olks in that section, when they go 
to work in the fields, to carry with 
them a jug of refreshments, in case 
they should desire to pour a libatio 
down the parched throat on a hot 
day. 

Weevils Rum Victims. 

On one occasion, a well known 
agriculturalist was at work chopping 
cotton. His jug of reviver was de- 
posited*in a hollow stump which was 
conveniently located at the edge of 
the field. For some reason or other, 
the worker was called over to the 
meetin’ grounds, or the still, or some 
place. Anyway, he left in a hurry 
and forgot his jug 

This at Mnarde “half full of the 
liquid was left there all night. In 
the morning when the worker return- 
ed to his job he found the jug sur- 
rounded with the remains of many 
boll weevils. The creatures had un- 
doubtedly been attracted by the allur- 
ing odor, had sampled the contents, 
with fatal results, 

Just what was the scientific reac- 
tion which resulted in the weevils’ 
untimely deaths, is not generally 
known, but, says the doctor, it is be- 
lieved by scientists of the district, 
who have inspected samples of sim- 
ilar liquids, that the weevils, after 
tasting of the fluid, became so bellig- 
erent that they simply began a gen-

CRIME IN ATLANTA. 


Sunday 2a young white man, an 
ex-soldier in the world war, was 


murdered in the heart of Atlanta in

The 
crime was supposed to have been 
committed by two young negro 
highwaymen. The fact that money 
and a watch were found in his 
pockets leads to the suspicion that 
some motive other than robbery was 
behind {t. Perhaps the criminals 
were negroes; perhaps they were 
not. That question is subsidiary io 
the main question—where are the 
criminals? Why are the streets of 
Atlanta fruitful places for open ban- 
ditry?

> days ago at his telegraph key at an 
Atlanta suburban station, By whom? 


Almost nightly robberies are com- 


_mitted in the very heart of the city 


—in the most fashionable and popu- 
lous residential sections. Where are 
the robbers? These eriminals enter 
a home with the purpose to kill if 
necessary. The erime of burglary 
ranks close-up to that of capital 
offenses. In some states burglary 
is a capital offense. We hear of the 
crimes. Do we get the criminals? 


Not one day passes that Atlanta’s 
streets are not the scene of flagrant 
and In many instances eriminal viola- 
tions of traffic laws. People are 
killed or wounded almost every day 
in the year. Sometimes, like an in- 
explicable wave, these traffic viola- 
tions multiply within a given time to 
an extent that is alarming. 

The violators are sometimes ap- 
prehended, but more often they are 
not. H it {s an unavoldable acci- 
dent, or one with circumstances that 
extenuate the violator from serious

The material 
tests as high as 96.6 per cent in lime 
carbonate, and shows traces of potash 
and phosphoric acid. Work is now 
under wa'y to open up and develop 
some of these new reds of marl. Ree- 
ognized authorities believe that when 
this marl is made available it will be 
worth hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to the farmers of Adams county. 

“Pound for pound,” declares Ull- 
sperger, “this marl ‘s better than our 
commercial forms of limestone. It is 
finely divided so as to become imme- 
diately availabie for plants, and is 
handy to haul at any time.” 

“This marl can be taken out of the 
marshes and lake bottoms and piled 
in suitable places for hauling at a 
cost to the farmers of not to exceed 
one dollar a ton. [f it is hauled in 
any appreciable yuartity it can proba- 
bly be taken out for a smaller sum. 
At a dry weight of 1,750 pounds to 
the yard, the cost runs about $1.15 
a ton, as compared to $5.45 for com-

tion. There is some disappointment
